The company said it had 
olw ay.s been willing to arbitrate the ques­ 
tion ct w ages and the firemen slgixed the 
c o n tra c t w'hich they repudiated to night. 
I'n io n officiaKs .say the strike was ordered 
becau se the company declined to accept 
th e ir offer to mediate between the coni- 
p an y and strikers.

Manager McCulloch was indignant when 
he received news of the firemen’s strike; 
said agreem ent with a Chicago union wa«,

!:trike will not cripple us.” 


The real danger in this last strike lies in 
tlie attitude of the team sters. They m ay 
decline to deliv’er coal if nonunion fire­ 
men are employed, and the company has 
but three days’ supply on han^. 


The state board of arbitratioii had a 
conference w^ith officials of the company 
and the union in an effort ot bring about 
ii5w*iettlement. 
N othing definite was ac­ 
complished, but another conference will 
be held to morrow. 
A members of the 
board said Jndications were th at the com­ 
pany would agree to arbitrate all ques­ 
tions except recognition of the union. 


RUNNING CARS. 


Chicago, Nov. 13.—Jt wa§ anticipated#the 
running of cars today by 
the Chicago 
City railway in attem pt to break tlie big 
strike on their lines would result in more 
serious rioting than th at which took place 
yesterday. By seven this morning crowds 
of strike sym pathizers began to gather 
a t points along the route th^\còroÌMiny ¡had 
announced they intended to operate cars. 
Several hundred police and a doiKn patpol 
wagons were masaed a t the term inals of 
the W entworth avenue line and ju st be­ 
fore the first car started from the barlis 
w ith non-union crews, wagons left for the^ 
business district leaving squads of police 
at points where trouble^'was lopke^ for. 


At 8:40 two cars in charge of Police 
Capt. Shippy w ith fifteen police on b o i ^ 
of each, left the barns for the city. 8hip> 
py’s plan was said to be to carry om the 
cari* any persons arrested for commit* 
ting violent acts thus m aking disturbers 
equally with the police t^rgets..for b r tc ^ 
and stones, m eant, for the non-uniéh 
crcws.

NO VIOLENCE. 


Ten cars in all started tow ard the center 
of the city within half an hour, all W ent­ 
w orth avenue non-union crews manned 
each car In chai'ge of a lieutenant or ser­ 
geant and twelve policemen. 
The cars 
ran slowly between dense lines of strikers 
and sym pathizers who tried to keep pace 
with the car. 


No Stones were thrown but jeers and 
cat calls were hlirled a t the police and 
trainm en. The presence of police 9n the 
cars, evidently w ith approval of Mayor 
H arrison, appeared to greatly excite the 
anger of the crowds. 


Though there was much excitem ent and 
streets were thronged w ith people little 
actual trouble was actually experienced 
by cars during the trip. The cars started 
on the return trip on alm ost schedule 
tlnie. 
Four team sters were arrested for 
attem pting to block the way and put 
aboard the cars. 


Five union men boarded different cars 
soon after the start, paid their fares and 
during the round trip used Influence to 
avert violence. 


In the early afternoon ten more cars on 
W entworth avenue made thé round trip 
from the southern term inus w ithout inter­ 
ference or dem onstration on the p art of 
people along the route. 
The cars, of 
course, w'ere binder heavy police protec­ 
tion and carried but few passeners. 


Organized labor will to morrow attem pt 
to Ji>rlng sufficient pressure to bear on 
municipal authorities .to prevent police 
from riding on cars of the Chicago City 
railw ay during the existing strike trou­ 
bles, 
The Intention of promoters of the 
plan is to have 1,200 members of the Fed­ 
eration of Labor and Municipal Owner­ 
ship league call on the mayor and chief 
of police and m ake a num ber of requests. 
They will ask th a t no, more .franclifses be 
granted the street car companies but 
th a t they be operated under a license sys­ 
tem and tha,t policemen

street car companies l>e prohibited from 
using electricity as motive power.

Aged ITew York Man Shot by 
an lnMune Negro—Claims a 
Woman who Stondered 
Him was Befriended* 


New York, Nov. 18.—Andrew H. Green, 
"F ath er of New York” , w as shot and 
killed this afternoon a t Forty-ninth street 
and P ark avenue by Cornelius M. W il­ 
liams (colored), who has been arrested. 


Green was 83 years old, had been prom­ 
inent in munlcipial and state affairs and 
a member of many a rt and educational so­ 
cieties. 


AccWdirig to witnesses the negro m ust 
have been w aiting for Green to come 
home fi'om his office. As Green started to 
ascend the steps to his house the negro, 
who was standlÀg in the vestibule, ad­ 
vanced tow ard him. Green ordered W il­ 
liams away and the negro drew a re­ 
volver and fired five shots in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
Green sank to the pavement, 
blood stream ing from his head, while the 
m urderer, returning the revolver to his 
pocket, leaned agàlnst the railing of the 
stoop as if aw aiting arrest. W illiam H. 
Burns, one of the first to reach the negro, 
seized him as he was^ about to w alk away 
and turned him over to a policeman. A 
physician w as on the spot alm ost imme­ 
diately and pronouncêd rGeen dead. One 
of thé bullets Imbedded itself in the cell­ 
ing of the vestibule. 
It is believed all 
others took effect. 


The negro w as taken to the police sta­ 
tion, where he w as subjected 
^ search­ 
ing examination, the result of which left 
little doubt of th e negro’s insanity. W il­ 
liam s . appeared perfectly self-possessed 
and acted as though lie felt he had per­ 
formed aln erjtorious deed, and In answ er­ 
ing questions spoke like a m an firm in the 
conviction th a t he had been deeply wrong­ 
ed by the m an he had murdered. He told 
a ram bling story about a colored woman, 
Mrs. Bessie Davis, who until recently 
kept a lodging house for negroes, who, he 
said, had circulated statem ents deroga­ 
tory to his character: and which he said 
caused him to w ithdraw frOm the church. 
H e blamed G reen. for 
befriending 
the 
woman and enabling her to continue her 
slanderous stories. " I’m not sorry I shot 
him,” excláiméd the prisoner. 
“ H e got 
v h a t he deserved. I m ay n o f be jiistifled 
by society, but I ’m justified in.the eyw of 
God. 
I’m w lllii^ to go to the electric 
chair if necessary 
vindlcatfe m y char­ 
acter.” •

VIEWS OF THE 


PtlËSIDENT 


QKCAKAli TREATY N£GO- 
TIATIOir 


Compelled to Bewrlte That Por­ 
tion of His Annual Message to 
Congress—-United States Must 
Constmetthe Canal. 


W ashington, Nov. 13 —For several weeks 
Bresideht Roosevelt has had in prepara­ 
tion his annual message to be presented 
a t the opening of the regular session of 
congress the first Monday of December. 
T hat part of the message in which the 
president discussed canal negotiations was 
completed two weeks ago. Events which 
have ocjgurred on the Isthm us and in this 
country since th at time have made it ne- 
ce.ssary for the president to completely 
rew rite th at part of the message touching 
canal 
negotiations. 
The president 
an­ 
nounces refusal of Colombia to ratify the 
treaty and after stating the treaty had 
been negotiated a t the earnest request of 
Colombia and subsequently disapproved 
by the Colombian senate, the president 
said the powers exerci.sed by the United 
States under the treaty of 1846 were so 
large in protection of transit across the 
isthm us it sometimes had been questioned 
w hether it was necessary now to obtain 
a treaty for the puriiose of building a 
canal. 


Continuing, he wrote: 
"H igh authori­ 
ties on international law hold th at the 
can be dug as an Incident to exercising 
power to prevent obstnictlQn of traffic 
across the isthm us. 
Nevertheless in ac­ 
cordance w ith our' settled policy of be­ 
havior w ith scrupiilous fairness and gen­ 
erosity tow ard our wjèaker sister repub­ 
lics of the south, taking iio position th at 
can even by implication be treated as u n ­ 
friendly, unless literally forced thereto, 
we have endeavored to provide for the 
building of the canal by treaty. In this 
treaty we went as fa r as it is possible for 
us to go in the direction of m aking con­ 
cessions to the United States of Colombia. 
No further concessions can, or should, be 
m ade by this governm ent.’-' 


The president refers to the demand for 
the Cfi||Ui|,J>y the .civilised world and effort 
and fàuüro of a private compahy to côn>* 
S trutt it. “Events of the last few years,” 
he says, “w arrant us In now spying not 
only th at the Cfinal should not be con­ 
structed by any foreign government, but 
th a t it Is not to be constructed by any 
private company. I t m ust, therefore, be 
dug by the governm ent of 
the 
United 
States.” 


The presidént declares it to be his Judg­ 
ment timé for beginning of the canài can­ 
not be much longer delayed, and says: 
"This nation does not Jesire to be unreas­ 
onable or im patient, but it cannot and will 
not perm it any body of men perm anently 
to obstruct one of. the reat world high* 
ways of traffic, and refusal to perm it the 
building of the canal am ounts to such ob­ 
struction. 
Of course, to Insist upon un­ 
reasonable term s Is equivalent to a re­ 
fusal.” 


The president considers the question of 
choice between the Panam s and N icara­ 
gua routes and says th at after deciding 
upon the route w^e should "give notice 
th a t we can no longer , subinlt to trifling 
or. inslncer edealing on the part of those 
whom acldent of position has placed In 
tem porary control of the ground through 
which the routé m ust pass; th a t if they 
will come to ün agreem ent w ith us in a 
straightforw ard fashion we shall in return 
act not only w ith justice, but with gener­ 
osity, and th at if they fail to come to such 
agreem ent with us we m ust forthw ith 
t ^ e the m atter into our own hands.” .

New York, Nov. 13.—B radstroefs review 
of trade .says: Quietness and even repres­ 
sion govern general trade and industry, 
but thé prevailing pessimism cannot hide 
the fact that some really encouraging 
signs are visible. Taken as a whole, gen­ 
eral business this week Is larger, due to 
expansion in retail trade at the northwest, 
where 
It 
is favored by cooler, settled 
weather, and the .south, where an enor­ 
mous quantity of cotton Is being marketed 
a t excellent prices. 
W holesale trade is 
.still quiet as a whole, aW altlng new devel­ 
opments in price and demand. 
Export 
trade seems to be at last expanding. Ex­ 
ports of leading products aggregate the 
second largest total ever recorded in Oc­ 
tober. 
Chief among depression features 
brought to light this week are reports th a t 
finished steel products have beea cut, th at 
wages of iron and steel and cotton mllJ 
employes m ust come down, and th at some 
new strikes, notably general shutdown of 
Colorado coal mines, are menacing fa r 
western m anufacturing and railw ay activ­ 
ity. 
On the other hand, the fact m ight 
ju st as well be faced high prices have 
checked demand and m anufacturers of 
iron and steel believe the demand can be 
revived if price concessions are made and 
th a t wage reductions are calculated to 
render this policy more effectual, notw ith­ 
standing th a t a decrease in earnings and 
consumptive power results temporarily.

endeavored 
to 
transfer 
H artley from one ward to another, Sor­ 
rells first attem pted to effect the removal, 
but his charge became desperate and as­ 
saulted him. 


Sorrells called for help and Flynn went 
to the rescue. 
In the terrible struggle 
which ensued H artley was beaten Into In­ 
sensibility. Several of his ribs were frac-* 
tured and he sustained other serious In­ 
juries. 


He was conveyed to the physician's 
office, where he died shortly afterw ard. 
It was thought th a t he sustained a frac­ 
ture of the skiill besides his other injuries. 


Dr. George Zeller, superintendent of the 
asylum, summoned the board of trustees 
soon after the occurrence and Sorrells 
and Flynn were both suspended pending 
Investigalon.

The children should get ready so 
they can read these buletlris. Don’t let 
it be said in Tazwell county that only 
one man in ten'can read the bulletin.s. 
An investigation in southern Wisòonsin 
revealed tliis cbndition, and Dr. Hall was 
afraid that a large proportion of Illinois 
farmers were in thé sahie fix.

Besides, Illinois 
has

electoral votes, a goodly addition to 
Kew York’s thirty-nine. 
Supposing 
the Democratic ticket to be Parker 
and Harrison, New Jersey also would 
be hotly contested, and New »Jersey’s 
twelve electoral votes, in addition to 
those of New York and Illinois, would 
be enough to elect, provided the Dem­ 
ocrats could hold Rhode Island and 
Is’evada, along with the solid south. 
Of course, such an outcome is ex­ 
ceedingly remote, but, poor as the 
l)rogram is, it is the best the Demo- 
(•ratic leaders can figure from pres­ 
ent conditions. 
Nothing better can 
be evolved from the electoral table. 
In fact if either New York or Illi­ 
nois is left out of the Democratic 
reckoning, the figures fall so far short 
as to be hopeless. 


Illinois gave a Republican plurality 
at its latest state election (1902) of 
no less than 89,770.

Illinois has produced .so many 
great Republicans and been so prom­ 
inent in the onward march of the 
liiu’tj' that the appearance of small 
uiiintelligible rows are a misfit and 
n surprise. As the Democratic plans 
for 1904 develop, Illinois

come a specially contested state. The 
attack will be, a forlorn hope, yet no 
party is so strong that it can tolerate 
paltry factions stirred up by paltry 
persons. A word to the wise is suf­ 
ficient.

' A place in w’hich 20,000 persons can 
move about without crowding and in 
which an assemblage of G,000'persons 
would hardly be characterized as a 
crowd is a general description which, it 
is said, >\an fit the inclosed passenger 
concourse of the new Union station to 
be built by the Pennsylvania and the 
Baltimore and Dhio railroad companies 
in W'ashinf^ton, says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 
This station 
with its ap})roaches will cost $14,000,- 
000, and it will bo tiie largest and most 
costly if riot tlie handsomest railroad 
station ill tihe world, 
j 
' 


A general description of the station 
hás recently been prepared. 
Slarble, 
steel, glass, mahogatiir and bronze are 
thfie hiaterials to be tised in" the con­ 
struction of this* great ’building, and 
Burnham of Chicago, the architect of 
the famous .“White City,” has evQlvéd 
some new ideas for what he terms 
“ian appropriate gateway to the na­ 
tion’s capital.’^ 


This structure will have a frontage 
of 7Q0 feet, with a depth of 350 feet 
and a height of 100 feet. Three great 
arches, each thirty feet wide and fifty 
feet high, will open into á vestibule 
with triple domes, sixty odd feet high 
and thirty-five feet in diameter. And 
ifrom within this vestibule tliere will 
•be a vista tlirougli arches and domes 
of more than ííCK) feet on either 'side. 
Built on classic lines, this structure 
will be impressive as well for symme­ 
try as for its massiveness. 


Mucli of the interior of the station, 
embracing an area approximating 100,- 
000 square feet, will have a clear space 
overhead of 100 feet. Although it may 
wntain thousands of people, there will 
be no lack of fresh air. 
The main 
waiting room will have a baiTel vault 
ceiling 100 feet high and a floor space 
iSO feet long and ICO feet wide.. The 
inain dining room is to be 63 by 100 
feet in dimensions, with a height of 30 
feet, and there is to be a ticket lobby 
110 feet long, 54 feet wide and about 
65 feet high. These are but three fea­ 
tures of a wonderfully capacious and 
conipreheiisive building designed for 
the comfort and coitvenience of trav­ 
elers. 
Perhaps the most remarkable 
section of the structure will be the 
great passenger concourse, which runs 
the entire length of the main building 
and is entirely inclosed, being 130 feet 
wide {^nd 50 feet high. This will be 
as attractive as artistic decoration can 
make it, and there will be enough room 
in it to give 10,000 pei*sons a square 
yard of room feach to stand in. 


Besides its handsome furnishings in 
mahogany, this station Will háve all of 
the modem appliances for public com­ 
fort anti convenience. Baggage w ill be 
handled below the street level, and 
there will be numerous underground 
trémways to carry it from one pai^t of 
the building ta another. It is expected 
that it will take^ about two year^ to 
complete this station.

EXPLOSION EXPOSES 
SCHOOL FOR GRIME 


Piiiladc'lpliia, Nov. 13.^—Accident 
lias revealed a school for safe break­ 
ers, and has led to the arrest of six 
students, one of whom gave his name 
as John Moore and his address as St. 
■ Louis. 


While manufacturing or testing 
nitroglycerine in a third-story back 
room at 375 Wood street, the stu­ 
dents nearly met death in an ex­ 
plosion that wrecked the room, loos­ 
ened the roof and blew a hole in the 
floor. Four of the men remained to 
attempt explanations and preserve 
the secret. They tried to ke^p the 
officers out by saying the noise had 
been due to a lamp exploding. Two 
of the students iled, but returned at 
daybreak. 


John Patten, one of the prisoners, 
who said he w'as 31 y<iars old and 
lived at Mary’s, Pa., presented re­ 
markable evidence of his narrow es­ 
cape, Each of , his trouser legs w^as 
split into ribbons. Even his under­ 
wear w^as split along both legs, and 
yet his skin was scarcely singed. 


The other men said they were Will­ 
iam Marshall, 21, Batavia street, Kew 
York; John Moore, Joseph Anderson, 
of Scranton; William Jones, ,no 
home, and Fred Davis, a one-legged 
man, of Boston. All declined to give 
any information regarding the ex­ 
plosion or the man and woman be­ 
lieved to be their leaders.
